Confusion Continues 


The dust has settled a little since the industrial zoning 


hearings — and it is even more apparent that the general 
confusion has not been abated, 
The By-Law Revision Committee has “cheerfully”’ 


agreed to withdraw its recommendation that the two indus- 
trial articles be withdrawn from the warrant — but this step 
does not entirely clarify the situation. Actually, the Com- 
mittee withdrew none of its specific reasons — it only 
agreed to this step because the Selectmen requested them 
to do so on the grounds that the articles are important and 
should be considered this year. Certainly those who ac- 
cepted the Revision Committee’s recommendation as valid 
have been given no grounds by the Committee on which to 
change their minds. 

From the standpoint of those who object to the exten- 
sion of the industrial zone, it is hard to see where there 
has been any light shed on the subject that would per- 
suade them to alter their opposition. 

We do not subscribe to the theory that the extended 
zones should be chopped up now, in an effort to appease 
the opponents. For this could make a veritable hash of 
the industrial zoning. 

We do believe that the opponents, in large part, may 
come to understand the zoning proposals better if they are 
given more opportunity to discuss them intelligently. For 
example, they may begin to realize, eventually, that many 
of the rules and regulations concerning the industrial 
zones actually are more restrictive than is presently true. 
And if proper maps are provided, they can then see exact- 
ly how much of the present zone is reduced, how much is 
extended, and where normal traffic patterns will fall. 

Thus we propose that the articles be withdrawn, only 
with the specific understanding that the Selectmen will 
call a special town meeting on zoning for next fall. 

We do not suggest that the Planning Board withdraw the 
articles and retreat to lick their wounds — rather, they 
should begin an aggressive educational campaign aimed 
at better understanding of the proposals. 

We believe that many opponents would withdraw much 
of their opposition, if they have an opportunity to calmly 
consider the zoning, and discuss it in detail with mem- 
bers of the Board and other informed officials. 

The Townsman has been in favor of proper industrial 
zoning, and continues this support now, in the belief that 
the town needs to broaden its tax base. If the articles are

“The Andover Board of Health 
has carefully considered and dis- 
cussed the coming referendum on 
the continued fluoridation of our 
water supply and wishes to issue 
the following statement to the 
people of the town to whom we 
are responsible: 

“1. We studied the evidence in 
favor of and against fluoridation 
of our water as a public health 
measure. We have discussed this 
with Dr. Alfred L. Frechette, our 
State Commissioner of Public 
Health, and Dr. Frederick J.Stare 
of The Harvard School of Public 
Health and world-wide authority 
on nutrition. We reaffirm our vote 
and our stand of the town meet- 
ings of 1956 and 1957 in favor of 
fluoridation of the water supply 
of the town. 

“*2. In endorsing the continued 
fluoridation of our water supply 
as a public health measure, we join 
with every recognized health auth- 
ority and health organization inthe 
United States. 

**3. If we had any reason to 
doubt the safety of fluoridation 
of the water supply of this town, 
we would have to take action to 
prohibit the sale of certain foods 
and vitamin combinations that now 
contain a greater concentration of 
fluorine than 1 part per million. 
We would also have to urgently 
request the town to find a new 
water supply as our present water 
has a normal fluorine content of 
0.1 parts per million. 

“4. The Water Department of 
our town conducts adequate deter- 
minations of the fluoride con- 
centration of our water. Their 
results are constantly checked by 
our State Department of Health 
at the Lawrence Experiment 
Station. 

**5. Since this is alocalmatter 
which is to be weighed by a pub- 
lic referendum at our town elec- 
tion and which was endorsed at 
two previous town meetings, we 
resent the attempted interference 
by means of newspaper advertise- 
ments of individuals not residing 
in this community or concerned 
with the health of our citizens. 

“In the light of available evi- 
dence, we ask the voters of the 
town to reaffirm their confidence 
in the Board of Health and the 
wisdom of the action taken at the 
town meetings of 1956 and 1957, by 
authorizing the continuation of the 
addition of fluorine to our water 
supply.’’

All I caretosay 
on this point is that, under the 
circumstances, thepro-fluor- 
idites, many of whom should know 
better, display a shocking lack of 
responsibility toward this commu- 
nity, to attempt to force upon us a 
fad, an experiment of such dange= 
rous potential.

I object for my family 
and friends, and on behalf of those 
that share these sentiments. 

**Having been born in Andover, 
having always lived here, I know 
it for a good town, and I love its 
fine people.
